that the land is to be used for definite 
purposes within a reasonable tine. 

This should prevent some of the wild 
gambles based on suppositious industrial 
development, several miles— outside—the 
limits of cities in such bad odor abroad 
several years ago, It will not prevent 
spectilation, but it will go some’ distance
